FIRST-AND-10 


THE BUFFALO BILLS broke ground on the New 
Highmark Stadium on June 5, 2023. In front of a crowd of 
approximately 500 people, Bills Owner/CEO Terry Pegula 
was joined by team, league, county and state officials to 
commemorate the occasion. 


“Ralph, we're moving across the street. We're going to build 
a stadium here, and we're going to tear down a stadium 
over there that’s full of memories. So, we need to fill this 
stadium with more memories and continue our legacy. We 
should remember the past, but embrace the building of our 
future,” Pegula remarked in his comments. 


The Buffalo Bills will have a new home for the start of the 
2026 NFL season. 


* The state-of-the-art open-air stadium, will be built on a 
242-acre site, and will cover approximately 1.35 million 
square feet. It marks the biggest project ever built in 
Western New York. The construction of a 75,000-square- 
foot ancillary building and demolition of the current 
stadium are also part of the site’s related development. 


° The joint venture team of Gilbane | Turner, in association 
with 34 Group and Arc Building Partners, was selected 
by the Buffalo Bills to provide construction management 
services for the New Highmark Stadium. The full project 
team also includes the project management firm, Legends 
Project Development, and Populous as the designer. E nd iie а. 


* The stadium's capacity will be a approximately 60,000 
seats in addition to standing room. Premium areas will 
include suites, loge seats, clubs, and other premium 
seating options. The stadium will include state-of-the-art 
video and scoreboards, sound system, administrative and 
event staff offices and lockers, broadcast facilities, locker 
rooms, food service kitchens and concessions, signage, 
sports lighting, maintenance, and storage areas, plaza, 
parking, and site landscaping. 
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* The canopy that surrounds the stadium will cover 
approximately 64% of seats in the stadium. The canopy 
is designed to mitigate wind factors and works in concert 
with the exterior facade to prevent swirling winds from 
reaching the playing field level. There will also be radiant 
heating in place to make fans more comfortable. 


* The Bills Stadium Experience, which provides fans 
an opportunity to take an interactive look at the new 
stadium, opened in the spring of 2024.

Terry Pegula rose from humble beginnings to become one 
of the most respected leaders in the energy industry, and 
one of very few owners to operate franchises in multiple 
professional sports. 


Together with his wife Kim, Terry realized a life-long dream 
on October 8, 2014. The Pegulas received the unanimous 
approval of NFL owners to succeed Ralph С. Wilson, Jr. to 
become the second owners of the Buffalo Bills. 


Pegula played а key role in negotiating а deal between 
New York State, Erie County, the NFL and the Bills on the 
New Highmark stadium, which officially broke ground in 
2023. Pegula also was a instrumental contributor in the 
design of the new home of the Bills that is slated to open in 
2026. 


“We're going to build a stadium here, right? And we're 
going to tear down a stadium over there that's full of 
memories,” Pegula said at the ground breaking ceremony. 
“So we need to fill this stadium with more memories and 
continue our legacy. We should remember the past, but 
embrace the building of our future.” 


Terry serves as CEO of the Bills and currently sits on the 
NFL5 Health and Safety committee, Fan Engagement and 
Major events committee and the DEI committee. In 2016, the 
Pegulas were honored with the Tank Younger Award, which 
recognizes extraordinary contributions towards diversity in 
the NFL. 


In 1983, Terry borrowed $7,500 from family and friends 
to create East Resources Inc., an independent oil and gas 
exploration and production company operating in the 
Appalachian Basin. 


Over the next 27 years, Terry built East into one of the 
largest privately held companies in the United States. In 
July of 2010, Royal Dutch Shell purchased the assets of East 
Resources Inc. In 2012, Terry formed JKLM Energy. 


JKLM is staffed with many former East Resources employees 
and takes pride in contributing to U.S. energy independence 
by producing Pennsylvania natural gas, elevating the state 
into one of the top producing regions in the world. 


Upon the sale of East Resources assets, Terry focused his 
attention on his love of sports. In September of 2010, the 
Pegulas announced a gift of $102 million to construct Pegula 
Ice Arena, paving the way for Division | hockey at Penn 
State and the Big 10 to form an NCAA conference.

On February 22, 2011, Terry and Kim purchased the NHL's 
Buffalo Sabres and their sports ownership extends to the 
NLL Buffalo Bandits and Rochester Knighthawks and the AHL 
Rochester Americans. 


The Pegulas opened LECOM Harborcenter in 2014. The 
$200 million dollar complex, next door to the Sabres' 
KeyBank Center, includes two hockey rinks, training facilities 
and a full-service Marriott Hotel. 


The complex brought new business opportunities to Buffalo, 
including multi-year agreements to host the NHL Combine. 
Buffalo also hosted the 2016 NHL Draft, 2018 World Junior 
Championships, and the 2019 Frozen Four NCAA Men's 
Hockey Tournament. 


During the COVID-19 pandemic, the Pegulas donated $1.2 


million to various relief efforts in Western New York. 


In addition to helping manage the family's sports operations, 
Terry runs JKLM Energy in Pittsburgh, and his family's 
business operations in Boca Raton, Florida. 


Born on March 27, 1951 in Carbondale, PA, Terry is a 1969 
graduate of Scranton Preparatory School. He entered Penn 
State University as a math major and was accepted into the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Engineering Program. 


He went on to graduate with a Bachelor of Science degree 
in 1973 and landed his first job with Getty Oil Co. in 
Victoria, TX. He later joined Felmont Oil Co. as an Area 
Engineer, a decision that brought him to Olean, NY in 1975.

Tennis Association Tour and was a member of the 2021 US

During his tenure with the Giants, he restructured key 
business functions, established a business intelligence and 
analytics department, built out the team’s digital capabilities,

It was a phrase said in 
Beane's inaugural press conference in Buffalo in 2017 and 
several times afterwards. The results have followed. In 
addition to four consecutive division titles, the Bills joined the 
Chiefs as the only two teams in the NFL to win 10+ games 
and earn a playoff berth each year from 2019-23. 


While earning a playoff berth in his first season in 2017, 
Beane also engineered several trades that resulted in the 
Bills selecting two future Pro Bowlers in QB Josh Allen (7th 
overall) and LB Tremaine Edmunds (16th overall) in the 2018 
draft while maintaining all their 2019 draft capital. Along 
the way, he stabilized the team’s salary cap status. 


Allen has become the team’s franchise quarterback, earned 
multiple Pro Bowl berths and was rewarded with a long-term 
extension in 2021. 


In 2020, the Bills earned their first AFC East title and their 
first playoff win since 1995. Along the way, Beane earned 
NFL Executive of the Year honors from the Sporting News, 
PFWA and Pro Football Focus, becoming the first Bills 
executive to earn that honor since Bill Polian in 1991. 


In 2021, Beane was named the NFLs Jack Horrigan Award 
winner by the PFWA which is given annually to the league 
or club official who bests assists the media in their coverage. 


Beane joined the Bills after a 19-year stint with the 
Carolina Panthers. He served as the Panthers assistant 
general manager from 2015-16 and played a vital role 

in constructing their draft boards from 2012-17. He also 
evaluated pro and college players and worked closely with 
the football operations staff on the negotiation of player 
contracts. 


Throughout Beane's time in Carolina, the Panthers won 
five NFC South division titles and two NFC conference 
championships. In 2012, Beane was named the Panthers 
interim general manager—holding the role for the final 10 
games of the season (6-4 record). 


While there, Beane also worked closely with Panthers 
defensive coordinator Sean McDermott from 2011-16. 


“Brandon is a very competitive person,” said Terry Pegula. 
“| know he likes to win, but I also know he hates to lose. He's 
not afraid to say what he's thinking and if he disagrees with 
something he will say so, even to the owner. | love it. We 
have a very good relationship with open discussions, debate 
and a lot of communication.” 


Beane began his career in 1998 with the Panthers 
communications department and moved on to fill various 
football operations/personnel roles with the Panthers 
organization before being named the team’s director of 
football operations in 2008. 


Off the field, Beane has ingrained himself in the Western New 
York community. From 2020-23, the Beane family has funded 

the adoption of 168 animals through Bills Muttfia, a program 

they began in conjunction with the SPCA for every touchdown 
the Bills score at a home game. 


In the 2020 offseason, Brandon helped raise nearly 
$100,000 for COVID-19 relief efforts with a draft day sweep- 
stakes through the United Way. He also helped promote the 
Buffalo Strong initiative that benefited FeedMore WNY. 


He and his wife have also made multiple visits to Oishei’s 
Children Hospital in Buffalo during the holidays. 


A native of Stanly County, North Carolina, Beane (born July 
27, 1976) was a cum laude graduate in communications 
studies from UNC-Wilmington in 1998. 


Brandon and his wife, Hayley, have two sons, Tyson and Wes 
and reside in East Aurora, NY. They have two dogs, Bodie 
and Peanut.

Sean McDermott was named head coach of the Bills on Јап- 
џагу 11, 2017. With six playoff appearances and four AFC 
East division titles under his belt in his first seven seasons, he 
methodically transformed the culture of a franchise that had 
not experienced a postseason berth the previous 17 years. 


“Sean is a proud, Christian, determined man,” said Bills own- 
er Terry Pegula. "I remember before his interview for the head 
coaching job thinking about him being a two-time National 
Prep Wrestling Champ. | thought to myself, you wrestled, 
you're determined, you love what you're doing and you won. 
He comes to the Bills everyday and will never ask anyone, 
player or coach to do anything he wouldn’t do.” 


McDermott is ranked first in team history in win percentage 
and ranked 2nd in wins behind Marv Levy (123). From 2020- 
23, the Bills captured four consecutive AFC East division titles 
for the first time since 1988-91. Buffalo and Kansas City are 
the only 2 teams in the NFL to win 10+ games and earn a 
playoff berth each year from 2019-23. 


In 2024, McDermott was named to the NFL's Competition 
Committee, becoming the first Bills representative on that 
committee since Bill Polian (1990-93). “It’s а great honor" 
McDermott said. “It certainly comes with a responsibility as 
well to grow the game and evolve the game, like many who 
have come before us have done so well over the years.” 


In 2020, the Bills won their first playoff game since 1995 as 
McDermott finished 2nd for the NFLs coach of the year. He 
was also a finalist for that honor in 2019 and 2022. 


In 2017, McDermott became the third coach in Bills history 
to earn a playoff spot in his first season, joining Joe Collier 
(1966) and Wade Phillips (1998). 


McDermott was hired by the Bills after 6 seasons as the defen- 
sive coordinator in Carolina, where he led a top-10 defense 4 
times and helped the Panthers earn 3 division titles and a trip 
to Super Bowl 50. 


In 2015, McDermott's defense helped lead ће way to a 15-1 
record and trip to Super Bowl 50. Four players - Thomas Da- 
vis, Luke Kuechly, Josh Norman and Kawann Short – earned 
Pro Bowl and All-Pro honors. He was The Sporting News 
Coordinator of the Year in 2013. 


He spent his first 12 NFL seasons with Philadelphia under 
Andy Reid, working his way up to defensive coordinator in 
2009-10. In 2009, he was named the NFL's top defensive 
coordinator by Pro Football Weekly.

A protege of the late Jim Johnson, the Eagles legendary de- 
fensive coordinator, McDermott served as defensive assistant/ 
quality control coach (2001-02), assistant defensive backs 
coach (2003), secondary/safeties coach (2004-06), and 
linebackers coach (2007-08). 


He joined the Eagles in 1998 as a scouting administrative 
coordinator before being promoted to assistant to the head 
coach under Reid in 1999. McDermott worked with several 
Pro Bowlers during his time in Philadelphia, including Hall of 
Fame safety Brian Dawkins. 


Off the field, McDermott and his family are active in the West- 
ern New York community, making multiple visits to Oishei's 
Children Hospital of Buffalo. They have participated in many 
different efforts to provide awareness for food allergies and 
skin cancer, including an annual food drive at Wegmans that 
helps food-insecure families with food allergies and special 
dietary needs. They also partner with Wegmans on skin 
cancer awareness initiatives. 


A member of the LaSalle College High School Hall of Ath- 
letics, McDermott was a two-time All-Catholic League and a 
National Prep School Champion in 1992 and 1993 and went 
undefeated in 75 consecutive wrestling matches. 


McDermott was an All-Atlantic 10 Conference safety at 
William & Mary in 1997 and graduated with a degree in 
finance. He was inducted into the school's Athletics Hall of 
Fame in 2023 and was honored with the school’s Principled 
Achievement Award for Exemplary Leadership in 2024. He 
began his coaching career at W&M as a graduate assistant 
in 1998. McDermott and Steelers coach Mike Tomlin were 
teammates during their time at W&M. 


Sean and his wife, Jamie, have three children. His father, 
Rich, was a football coach at West Chester University and 
Ursinus College and his brother, Tim, is the Chief Business 
Officer of the Philadelphia Union of the MLS. McDermott was 
born in Omaha, Nebraska on March 21, 1974.

Joe Andreessen was ready to take the next step in college 
football. He arrived at the University at Buffalo in January 
with high expectations for himself and for a new program, 
after four years of playing football at Bryant University. Then, 
he started training with the Bulls as they prepared for spring 
practices. The Lancaster graduate had to make the transition 
from playing at the Football Championship Subdivision level 
to the Football Bowl Subdivision level. He had to learn a new 
defense. He had to study a new playbook. He had to enroll in 
a master’s degree program. A question persistently nagged 
Andreessen, who was a second-team Associated Press FCS 
All-American at Bryant in 2022. ‘Did | make the right choice?’ 


"It's like you're a freshman all over again,” said Andreessen, 
a 6-foot-1, 234-pound linebacker.

Benford grew up in Randallstown, Md., a suburb of Baltimore. 
During the spring 2021 season - the Wildcats season was 
moved from the fall because of the Covid-19 pandemic - 
Benford’s mother, Christel, was hospitalized. Before a game 
against Stony Brook, Benford texted with his mom and thought 
she was doing well. Tragically, he found out after the game 
that she had suffered a medical setback and died. Loss has 
been a constant in Benford's life, which explains the heart 
tattoo on his right cheekbone. Half of it is colored in, the other 
half is not, signifying part of his heart being gone. 


When asked how it could be that he didn’t appear as a 
rookie to be afraid of any situation, Benford traced it back to 
those Maryland roots. “It’s from where | grew up, the city,” 

he said. “I'm going to be honest, when | was younger, | had 
confidence, but it was more so that | just wasn't afraid of 
anything. As | got older, | learned more about how to be more 
confident and continue to not be afraid.” 


“| continuously kept my confidence high. Regardless if you're 
first round, undrafted, sixth round, your confidence has to stay 
the same,” Benford said. “My mindset (is) going to stay the 
same. | felt I could ball. | felt I could be the best. Regardless of 
the situation, my confidence always has me feeling that way.”

La'el Collins on-field nastiness was not inherent; he learned 
early to channel it into his game. Youth football coaches 
preached to him that collisions were coming either way. It was 
either hit or Бе hit. That made sense to La'el, who preferred the 
first option. Hardship coached him, too. In middle school, he 
rode the bus and played sports with his best friend until one 
day learning they could no longer. The friend was killed as a 
bystander to gun violence. La'el attended his funeral. He had 
to learn to ride, play and live without him. There were days at 
home when the lights or water was off. His mother worked so 
both utilities returned in short order. Still, La'el was aware of 
their circumstances. 


La'el didn't just clean out food from the refrigerator, growing 
into the eventual 6-4, 320-pound lineman he became. 

He paid attention. Be it Domino's Pizza, working security, 
delivering phone books or a different vocation, Loyetta Collins 
went from one job to the next. She didn’t complain between 
shifts. She did what needed to be done. “My mom was a 
hustler,” said La'el, who calls her his “superhero.” La'el became 
involved in Boy Scouts of America during elementary school 
before he ever began organized football or basketball. He 
was active in church, singing as part of the choir. That felt 

a little awkward, he admitted, since it seemed the whole 
congregation was staring at him as the tallest one. He was 
active, too, in the Boys & Girls Club and Big Buddy, a youth 
mentoring organization in Baton Rouge. Such experience has 
made La'el mindful of giving back. Не now annually hosts a 
free football clinic in his hometown.

CPR AND AED TRAINING 


On Jan. 2, 2023, Hamlin went into cardiac arrest during the 
Monday Night Football game at Paycor Stadium against the 
Cincinnati Bengals. 


Emergency responders provided CPR on Hamlin and used 
an AED to revive him. Hamlin recovered at UC Medical 
Center and one week later, doctors released him back to 
Buffalo. 


Instead of letting this moment define his career or even who 
he was a person, “This event was life-changing, but it's not 
the end of my story.” Hamlin said regarding his blow to 
chest called commotio cordis. 


So he decided to lead from the front and wanted to raise 
awareness on CPR which saved his life. Providing CPR on 
someone who is in cardiac arrest can triple their survival 
chance as it continues the flow of oxygen to the brain and 
other vital organs. 


“| wake up every day and think about how | can impact 

the world in a positive way, that’s what | care about if you 
take away everything else. To be able to save a life is a true 
superpower. Instead of people standing by not knowing 
what to do, I’m just trying to create more people who do 
know what to do. Growing up, | never really remember ever 
thinking about where an AED was, or ever thinking about 
CPR training. As we learned from my personal experience, 
it is very important and life-changing. This program 
(Chasing M's) is very important because it gives life-saving 
care to kids in their own communities and on the field.”

FROM NIGERIA TO THE NFL 

Kingsley Jonathan's family is back in Lagos, Nigeria cheering 
him on as he tries to make the Bills roster, even if they aren't 
familiar with the NFL. “Му family back home, they don't 
understand the magnitude of it,” said Jonathan. “So | tried to 
explain to them as much as | could but they were excited.”

Nicholas Morrow was mostly aware of what he signed up for 
when he committed to play football at Division ІІ Greenville 
University. Among the list of experiences included paying his 
own tuition, training at a small facility shared with the local 
elderly community, playing in front of sparse crowds, and 
partaking in up to 12-hour bus rides for road games. 


There was one caveat, though, that caught Morrow off guard 
upon his arrival to Greenville's campus, located in rural 
central Illinois with an enrollment of less than 1,000 students. 
When Morrow first opened the door that led to his modest 
200-something-square-foot dorm room, he made a quick 
observation.

MATCH OF THE CENTURY 

When you're named after wrestling legend Dan Gable, 
expectations are high. American super heavyweight wrestler 
Gable Dan Steveson has faced those expectations and at 
almost every opportunity has met them. 


On Friday, Steveson secured the ultimate prize as a wrestler, 
an Olympic gold medal, stunning Georgia's three-time world 
champion Geno Petriashvili with a nifty two-point move as 
time expired in the men’s freestyle super heavyweight final at 
the Tokyo Olympics. 


“You saw that?” and emotional Steveson said after the match. 
“Wow! No way, ain't no way. I’m speechless, I've never done 
it before but today was the day. Damn!” 


Steveson took an early lead in the match when he slammed 
Petriashvili with a takedown move that echoed around the 
near-empty arena. But Georgian champion fought back to 
take a late 8-5 lead. 


But with 10 seconds left, Steveson turned things around with 
two spin-behind takedowns, the second coming just as the 
buzzer sounded to go up 9-8. Petriashvili’s corner challenged 
the decision on the final takedown and lost another point in 
the process, giving the American a 10-8 victory. 


“In those last few seconds, | knew | could fire it up,” Steveson 
said. “I tricked him and he bought it. | looked at the clock at it 
was 0.3 (seconds) left. It was the match of the century.” 


If expectations were high for Steveson, it's no wonder. The 
Minneapolis resident was named by his mother after wrestling 
icon Dan Gable, who won wrestling gold at the 1972 Munich 
Games. Gable would go on to cement his legacy as a coach 
at the University of lowa, where he mentored dozens of all- 
Americans, national champions and future Olympians. He 
also coached multiple Olympic and World Championship 
teams.

David Ugwoegbu has been on the move this offseason.

Just cataloging his transactions can be exhausting — before 
you even get to the long hours spent loading boxes into trucks 
in a Denver warehouse. 


Cut 10 times — including once by Frank Reich in Indianapolis

He was still 
getting up at 7 a.m. to work out, would then pull shifts of real 
work (the doubles would last from 1 p.m. to 11 p.m.) with at 
least a 35-minute commute each way if there was no traffic, 
before doing it again every day. Just waiting for that phone 
to ring.
